The | Deutsch- 
land's quarter- 
deck was much 
the same os most 
warships’, but 
somewhat re- 
stricted {fn areca 
owing to the pre- 
sence of two sels 
of qundruple tor- 
pedo-tubes on it, 
and dominated by 
the three ,cleven- 
inch guns of the 
after turret 
whose name was 
Blindenburg (exch 
fun turret in Ger- 
man ships has o 
name of its own). 

As 1 climbed 
the ladder from 
the quarter-deck 
to the upper deck 
I was able to observe closcly the 
armouring of Hindenburg, and !f It 
was any Indication of the armour- 
ing of the rest of the ship, then the 
pockct-battleship mny be more ace 
curately called armoured ship, 
which js just what the Germans do 
call’ It-—"Panzerachig”—not “Sch- 
lachtschig,” ag they call a battle- 
ship. 

Just forward of Hindenburg were 
the Admiral’s and Captain's quar- 
ters, with a seaman sentry—drawn 
bayonet in hand—outside the door.

and the men emartly dressed in’ 


their customary loose — white 
“blouses,” ordinury saflors’ trousers, 
and their “long-talled” cap ribbons,

The “Fahnrichsmesse” Is, how- 
ever, only the Fahnrich's living and

However, they had most excel- 
lent Hock in the Wardroom—doubt- 
less the work of Herr von Ribben- 
trop, who had not yet risen to the 
shaky heights of the Nazi helrarchy 
—and a plano well plnycd by one 
of the officers. 

Forward of the Wardroom were 
two narrow corridors leading for-

THE Great War with 
the German Empire ex- 
tended to the farthermost 


ends of the earth. ’ 

In the heart of- Africa lics 
Lake ‘Tanganyika. For many 
years German ships had sailed 
on this inland sea unmolested. 

The Germans used it for 
transporting supplies to their 
forces in German East Africa, 
‘and the German naval ensign 
flew on the ships of the Ger- 
man Navy there, which con- 
sisted of the gunboat Kingani 
and three or four armed 
vessels, 

The British Navy was non- 
existent there, and -as: there 
were no facilities in .British 
hands for shipbuilding, it 
looked as if the German Navy 
must remain supreme in that 


locality. 

But nothing fs Impossible to 
those with imagination and deter- 
mination. Somcone thought of 
sending ships there overland, but 
the idea jegemed too impractical 
to be carried out. 

But imagination won the day . 
and it was decided to send the 
British Navy there—overiand! 
Behind closed doors at the Ad- 
miralty o few officers gathered 
and worked out every detail. 

Luckily, too, there were those 
ready to undertake the impossible 
—the old spirit of adventure was

L 1 E U T - COMMANDER 

A, SPICER-SIMSON was 
selected to command the ex- 
pedition, which consisted of 


of 28 white men. 

His shlps were cach of four and 
a half tons forty feet in length 
and with seven feet beam, Their 
full speed was desimed for 15 
knots, and their armament one 3- 
pounder gun and the usual, supply 
of small arms. 

They were specially built in 
Britain, and named Mimi and Tou~ 
tou. Early in 1915 they left 
Tilbury on their 20,000-mile 
journey. ‘ 

On ‘arrival at Cape Town the 
Mim! and Toutou were uncerc~ 
moniously hotsted out of the 
steamer and placed on railway 
Trucks, 7 

The «lect left Cape Town on 
July 19 for the railhend at 
Elizabethville—a journey of some 
2,300 miles. 

‘At Elizabethville, the advance 
guard was met, and the whole 
party entrained for the roilhead at 
Fungurume.

The difficulties ahead were 
enough to have deterred an ordi- 
nary man from going on, but 
Simson was not a man to be over- 
come by difficulties, and he had 
with him picked men, cach with 
some specinl knowledge. :

A goalkeeper is just as guilty of 
obstruction as any other player, 

and he must be penalised as any of 

the rest of the players. He often gets 

away with the following: 

“1. Charging roughly into an at- 

tucking forward. : 

2. Running out between an at- 
tacker and the ball, and so preventing 
the attacker from reaching the ball 
before it crosses the goal-line. 

3. Running out to mect an attacker 
and then opening his legs and letting 
the ball go through. 

4. Pretending to kick the ball, but 
stunding In the rond of the attacker 
so that the only way he can get to 
the ball is to “run through" him, 

a 


Te player who tackles from the 
left side must be careful of the 
following points: : 
1. He must not rue i between 
the opponent and the ball. : 
2, Te must not touch the bail 
before he makes contact or touches 
the other player In any way at all. 
(Note—This form of tackling can 
only be done satisfactorily by using 
his’ left hand; using the right hand 
nearly always causes obstruction, 
3. He must not barge into his 
dispossessed opponent. ] 
In the case of a bully, and sending 
the -bail backwards with a reversed 
stick, this Is undoubtedly a foul and 
should be penniised accordingly. A 
poss back from o bully frequently 
means obstruction, and an umpire 
who Is vigilant would not allow at 
to pass muster. It is not my con- 
fentlon that ALL reverse stick play is 
obstruction, but I would suggest that 
when a player reverses his stick and 
covets the ball up he often prevents 
an opponent's stlek from making In- 
stant contact, and that is deliberate 
obstruction. 
Furthermore,, I have noticed that 
such obstructive play ia rarely or 
ever courageously penalised by an 


umpire. 

Lastly, I would Ike to remjpd 
renders that obstruction docs not 
necessarily depend on the distance 
Lot the players from the ball, and

Lord Zetland Tolls Of. 
Fine Patriotism 
LONDON, Apr. 3 (British 
Wireless).—Opening his speech 
with a brief sketch of the varied 
resources of India and explain- 
ing the systems of government, 
Lord Zetland, the Secretary of: 
State for India, broadcast this 
evening on the part India Is 
playing in the Empire war effort. 
Remarking that Indlan forces have 
been sent to Malaya and Egypt aos 
well as providing troops for _ Aden, 
Lord, Zetlond suid that it had been 
impossible so far to eatlsfy the as- 
piration of the great number of those 
wishing to put thelr personal services 
at the King-Empcror's disposal. 
The Indian Princes, he continued, 
had been specinily forward in mok- 
{ng materlnl ‘contributions and he 
isntanced the .Nizam of. Hyderabad's 
gift of £10,000, out of which a mem-~- 
ber squadron bearing hls name had 


been provided as typleal of: these 
rulers’ attltude. 


Fine Air Force 


. After speaicing of the Indian Navy, 
which he felt sure would enhance the 
present high prestige, Lord Zet! and 
sald that the inain Air Force had 
reached n high standard of cficiency 
and Jt was apparent that alr was an 
element , particularly congenial ‘to 
young Indans, 

Turning to the cconomic side, ‘the 
Secretary for India said that. new in- 
dustrics were being started ond the 
utmost ute would-be made of such 
substances os asbestos, bauxite and 
chromite, and he added:. “The ree 
rources ef the Indian sub-continent 
acem indecd fo be welinigh = Inex- 
houstible, and they are being most 
industriously developed,” 


Political Relations 


’ Devoting the remainder of his 
specch to politcal relations between 
Britain and India, Lord Zetland said: 
“The goal we have set before our 
selves js to ald the people of India 
to acquire a mensure ‘of political 
unity whch will enable her to take 
her place os a great self-foverning 
dominion in the British Common- 
wealth of Natlons," ae 

He also revicwed the objects of 
the Government of India Act of 1939, 
whereby provincial — governments 
were transferred to Indian Ministries 
responsible to Indian Parliaments 
and provided for bringing both the 
provinces of british Inqa and the 
states of the ‘rullng Princes Into a 
great Indian Federation. 

Difficulties had arisen, Lord Zct- 
land sid, and cxplaincd thay tne co- 
operation of these «main ‘political 
forces—-Indian National Congress, tha 
_ Princes and the All-India Moslem 
Leaguco—was essentinI ta the estab- 
Ushment of the Fedcratlon.

I orrived.at the top of the gangway to the accompaniment .

The Deutsch- 
land's .quarter- 
deck was much 
the same as most 
warships’, but 
somewhat re- 
siticted in orca

of quadruple tore 
pedo-tubes on it, 
and dominated by 
the three cleven- 
inch muns of the 
after turrot. 
whose mame was’ 
‘Hindenburg (each 
gun turret in Ger- 
man ships ‘has a 
name of its own). 
Aa I. climbed 
the Indder from 
the quarter-deck 
to the upper deck 
J} was nble to observe closely the 
armouring of Hindenburg, and if st 
was any indsention of the armour- 
ing of the rest of the ship, then the 
pocket-battleship may be more ac- 
curately called armoured — ship, 
which is just what the Germans do 
call it—"Panzerschig’—not “Sch- 
lachtschiff,” a they call n battle- 
ship.

_INDIA’S 
PART 
IN WAR 


LONDON, Apr. 3° (British 
Wireless).—Opening his specch 
with a-brief sketch of the varied 
resources of Indin and explain- 
ing the systems of government, 

Lord Zetland, the Scerctary of 
State for India, brondcast this 
evening on the part India Is 
playing in the Empire war effort. 

Remaridng that Indian forces have 
been sent to Malaya and Egypt as 
well as providing troops for . Aden, 
Lord Zetland said that {t hod been 
impossible so far to satisfy the as- 
pirat‘on of the great number of those 
wishing to put thelr personal services 
at the King-Empecror'n disposal. 

The Indian Princes, he continucd, 
had, been specially forward in mak- 

- Ing material contributions and he 
Isntunced the Nizam of Hyderabad's 
Rift of £10,000, out of which a mem-- 
ber squadron bearing his name had 
been provided as typical of these

After speaking of the Indian Navy, 
which he felt sure would enhance the 
present high prestige, Lord Zetland 
sald that the Indian Alr:Force had 
reached a high standard of eMclency 
and It was apparent that olr was an 
element particularly congenial to 
young Ind.ans. . 

Turning to the cconomie side, the 
Secretary for India said that new in- 
dustrics were being started and the 
utmost use would be made of such 
substances as asbestos, bauxite and 
chromite, and he added: “The re- 
rourccs .of the Indian sub-cuntinent 
seem Inderd to be wellnigh inex- 
haastibte, and they are being most 
industriously devcloped." 

Political Relations 

Devoting the remainder of his 
speech to politcal relations between 
Britain und India, Lord Zetland said: 
“The goal we have sct before our- 
selves js to aid the people of India 
to acquire a measure of political 
unity which will enable her to take 
her place as a great self-governing 
dominion in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations.” 

He also revicwed the objects of 
the Government of India Act of 1959, 
whereby pravincinl governments 
were transferred to Indinn Ministries 
responsible tu Indian Parliaments 
and provided for bringing both the 


‘‘provinees of ‘British Ina. anu the ~ 


states of the ruling Princes into a 
great Indian Federation. 

DiiMculties had orisen, Lord Zet- 
land said, and cxplaincd that the co- 
operation of these main pollticnt 
forces~Indian National Congress, the 
Princes and the All-India Mcslem 
League—was essentini to the estab- 
lishment of the Federation, 

* All three, however, had ralsed ob- 
‘Jections wth the result that the 
Congress Party was now demanding 
a completely independent country 
whlle the Moslems refuse to contem- 
plate such a solution: und demand a 
separate Moslem state. 

Recencihation Needed 


“f-am-~ convineed," ‘Lord -~ Zetland 


added, “that no Iosting settlement in 
India will prove possible without real 
réconelliation between the Moslems 
and the Hindus. Whatever’ difcul- | 
ties are standing Jn the way, we shall 
continue to labour whole-heartedly 
to the best of our ability for such a 
reconciliation.” . 

These political differences, he con- 
tinucd, were naturally se‘zed on by; 
German propagandists, but he felt 
that it showed o complete Jack of all 
sense of humour for the Nazls to pose, 
before the world as the champions 
of freedom where India was concern=- 
ed, -“I feel tempted." Lord Zetland 
said, “for the benefit of Nazi pro- 
pagandists to, recall the ‘opinion of 
them expressed not long ogo in the 
oMcial organ of the India National 
Congress.” 

Don’t Want Naxi Sympathy 

This is what the writer snys: “The 

Indian political sltuation has suddenly 
ussumed extraordinary importance 
for the German radio propagandists, 
who ore pouring out chivalrous tolks 
all over the world of this distressed, 
unfortunate country, India does not 
disdain the world’s sympathy. in her 
tighteous struggle for frecdom—but, 
Iet it not come from the Nazis.” - 
* “Remember that those are not my 
words but those of a writer in the 
omcial organ of the India National 
Congress,” said Lord Zetland. 

This same writer goes on to say: 
“We cannot also forget that according 
to Hitler and the Nazis, natlve people 
occupy a place in the Indder of crea- 
tlon somewhere between the ope and 
man, Is It. these anthropological ex- 
perts that are to spenk for thls coun- 
try before the world?” ¢ 

Lord Zetland concluded: “The 
truth Js that India stands united in 
hatred of the Nazi regime and In con- 
tributing.mognifiecntly towards an 
Allled victory.”

things easier for them.”
